Sounds  silly, 
doesn't  it?  And  yet  this  same  train  of  thought  has  crept  into  the 
papers  three  times  recently. 

First,  the  convicts  in  New  Jersey  rioted.  Then  in  Michigan  a  few 
well-organized  convicts  jeered  at  an  entire  state  from  within  the  walls 
of  the  prison  they  had  captured.  And  finally,  six  thousand  prisoners 
of  war  rose  and  seized  the  commander  of  their  camp — a  general  in  the 
mighty  U.  S.  Army. 

Everyone  is  asking  questions.  Why  did  the  general  allow 
himself  to  be  captured?  Why  were  the  prisoners  in  Michigan  and 
New  Jersey  allowed  to  capture  guards?  Why  did  they  have  the 
opportunity  to  riot  in  the  first  place?  Why  should  prisoners, 
whom  we  put  behind  bars  to  punish,  be  allowed  to  bring  us  to 
their  terms?  What's  the  matter — are  the  authorities  getting  weak? 

All  of  us  are  spending  so  much  time  on  these  questions  that  we 
don’t  consider  one  basic  question.  Why  -should  the  prisoners  want 
to  revolt  in  the  first  place?  In  the  Koje  island  case  it  can  be  answered 
simply — Communist  inspired.  Or  is  the  answer  so  simple?  The  de¬ 
mands  were,  as  Dodd  said,  "inconsequential  and  of  minor  importance." 
If  they  were  so  minor,  why  weren’t  they  made  before  the  riot?  Ir. 
the  state-side  cases  one  has  only  to  look  at  the  demands  of  the 
prisoners  to  find  the  answer — they  sought  parole  reform,  cessation 
of  brutality  and  an  end  to  reprisal.  Individual  prisoners  may  try  to 
escape  for  different  reasons,  but  entire  prisons  won’t  riot  unless  the 
reasons  are  big,  like  these. 

Maybe  we  shouldn't  condemn  the  rioting  convicts,  just  because 
they're  convicts.  But  we  shouldn't  condemn  the  prison  wardens 
and  guards  either,  at  least  not  wholly.  Why  not  condemn  our¬ 
selves  for  these  outbreaks  of  violence?  For,  are  not  the  laws  to 
blame,  and  are  w#  not  the  lawmakers? 

Until  we  make  laws  that  enable  convicts  to  be  rehabilitated 
instead  of  punished,  to  be  treated  like  human  beings  instead  of 
arumals,  we  shall  continue  to  have  prison  revolts.  But  maybe  it’s  wish¬ 
ful  thinking  to  imagine  that  man  can  learn  to  treat  o'thers  as  his 
fellow  men.  Maybe  we  should  simply  utter  the  classic  phrase  that 
has  always  been  used  before,  “Grab  the  blackjack  and  the  tear-gas- 
well  stop  em.” 
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“Do  you  have  books  in  here?”  you  ask  non-committally.
